The~agency of the Oleophene Oil Company, 
under the supérintendency.of Mr, Dorr, presente 
aniexample-of how: safely otis can be keps; uf 
safety is only considered beforehand. Biit litle 
stock is beld in the. building, the greater part 
of the otl being stored in the manufactory; at 
Greenpoint, Long Island. ‘The barrels that are 
stored in Mr. Dorr’s. premises are kept man 
iron room, the floor of which 1s hollow and per- 
forated, so that, in cases fire ‘causing the oil 
barrels to burst, the oil drops through the floor 
intoia deep and wide trench dug beneath 
the store-room,; and the earth bottom .of 
which .wonld. speedily absorb it.
